and ruler of Japan. 

Hirohito, idol of the Japanese peo- 
ple, escaped unscathed when a youth 
named Namba fired on the automobile 
in which the regent was proceeding to 
the diet, 

Members of the Japanese cabinet 
have presented their joint resignation 
as a mark of their humiliation over the 
-attempt on Hirohito's life, but it is 
expected that the regent will refuse to 
permit them to quit office.
